1. SECOND REVISION REFTEL NON-ALIGNED RES INTRODUCED IN 
FIRST COMITE DEC 5 BY ALGERIA A/C.1/L.670. VOTING 

NOW PLANNED DEC 7 OR 10. ORIGINAL CO-SPONSORS WERE 
AFGHANISTAN, EGYPT, ETHIOPIA, GUINEA, INDAN, KUWAIT, 

LIBERIA, LBENON, MADAGASCAR, MALAYSIA, NIGERIA, PERU, 

SENEGAL, TUNISIA, YUGOSLAVIA AND ZAMBIA. OTHER CO-SPONSORS 
ADDED AT MEETING WERE BULGARIA, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, MONGOLIA, 
POLAND AND SYRIA. THUS SOVIET DRAFT APPARENTLY WILL NOT 
BE PRESENTED. ALTHOUGH DEBATE NOT OFFICIALLY CLOSED, ONLY 
ONE MORE SPEAKER NOW INSCRIBED AND THERE NO INDICATION ANY 
OTHER RES (OR AMENDMENT) WILL BE TABLED. 

2. FOLLOWING IS TEXT A/C.1/L.670: 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 
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HAVING CONSIDERED THE ITEM ENTITLED "IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
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DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY”, 

BEARING IN MIND THE DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING OF IN- 
TERNATIONAL SECURITY, CONTAINED IN GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 
2734(XXV) OF 16 DECEMBER 1970, AND RECALLING GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY RESOLUTIONS 2880(XXVI) OF 21 DECEMBER 1971 AND 
2993 (XXVII) OX 15 DECEMBER 1972, CONCERNING THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THE DECLARATION, 

NOTING THE VARIOUS INITIATIVES THAT HAVE BEEN TAKEN IN 
PARTICULAR IN THE EUROPE CONTINENT WITH A VIEW TO PROMOTING 
DETENTE AND PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE AND THE EMERGENCE OF 
ENCOURAGING TRENDS IN RELATIONS BETWEEN STATES AT THE 
BILATERAL, REGIONAL AND MULTILATERAL LEVELS, 

NOTING ALSO, IN THIS REGARD, THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL HELD, 

FROM 15 TO 21 MARCH 1973, A SERIES OF MEETINGS TO CONSIDER 
MEASURES FOR THE MAINTENANCE AND THE STRENTHEENING OF 
INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY IN LATIN AMERICA, AND 
ADOPTED RESOLUTION 330 (1973) OF 21 MARCH 1973, 

EMPHASIZING, HOWEVER, THE EXISTENC OF FOCAL POINTS OF WAR 
AND TENSION STEMMING FROM ACTS OF AGGRESSION, THE THREAT 
OR USE OF FORCE, AND ALIEN DOMINATION AND FOREIGN OCCUPATION, 

INTERFERENCE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS AND THE CONTINUED EXISTENCE 
OF COLONIALSIM, NEO-COLONIALISM, RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND 
APARTHEID. 

EMPHASIZING THE CLOSE LINK EXISTING BETWEEN THE STRENGTHENING 
OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, DISARMAMENT , DECLOLNIZATION, 

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND THE NEED FOR A MORE INTENSIVE 
INTERNATIONAL EFFORT TO NARROW THE CONSTANTLY WIDENING 
GAP BETWEEN THE DEVELOPED AND THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 

CONVINCED THAT THE UNITED NATIONS SHOULD PLAY A MORE POSITIVE 
ROLE IN PROMOTING IMPROVEMENT OF THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 
AND A LESSENING OF THREATS TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, 

AND THAT IT CAN BECOME A USEFUL FORM OF UNIVERSALIZATION 
OF POSITIVE ACHIEVEMENT IN RELATIONS AMONG STATES. 
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1. SOLEMNLY REAFFIRMS ALL THE PRINCIPLES AND PROVISIONS 
CONTAINED IN THE DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY AND URGENTLY APPEALS TO ALL STATES TO IMPLEMENT 
AND ADHERE TO ALL THE PROVISIONS OF THE DECLARATION
